it. The Phlegm is ufed as an excellent Refifter and Curer 
of all the Putrefactions of the Lungs and Liver, and it heals 
all foal Wounds and Ulcers. The Oily parr, being dil uted 
with double its quantity of diftilled Vineger, and brought 
three times over the Helm, yields a rare Balforn, againft all 
inward and outward Corruptions, linking Ulcers, heredi" 
tary Scurfs and Scabs: ’Tis alfo much ufcd againft Apople¬ 
xies, Paines, Confumptions, Giddineft'es, and Head-aches. 
Inwardly they take it with Succory-watcr againft all cor* 
ruptionsof the Lungs, It is a kind of Petroleum, and con* 
tains no other Mineral Juice, but that of Sulphur, which feems 
to be thus diftilled by Nature under ground 3 the diftillation 
of anOyl out of Sulphur by Art, being not foeafie to per¬ 
form. 

Of the richeft Salc*Sprjings in Germany. 

An Account having been defired of thofc two chief Salt- 
Springs in Germany, at Ball and Lunenburg , it was lately 
tranfmitted thus: 

The Salt- Springs at Hall in Saxony are four, called fntia- 
*r, the Dutch-Spring, the Mettritz, and the Hackgl-dorn % 
whereof the three firft hold near the fame proportion of Saif 5 
the Iaft holds left, but yields the pureft Salt. The three firft 
hold about feven parts of Salt, three of Marcafit, and four¬ 
teen of Water: They are, befides their Oeconomicalufe,^ 
employed Medicinally to Bath in, and to draw a Spirit out of 
it, exhibited with good fuccefs againft Venom, and the pu¬ 
trefaction of the Lungs, Liver, Reins, and the Spleen. 

Th e Salt Water at Lunenburgb , being more greenifh then 
white, and not very tranfparent, is about the fame nature 
and hold with that of Hall. It hath a mixture.of Lead with 
it,whence alfo it will not be fod in Leaden Pansjand if it held 
noLeadat all, it would not be fo good, that Metta'l being 
judged to purrtfie the Water: whence alfo the Salt of tn- 
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ttettburg is-preferred before all others, that are made of Salt* 
Springs. 

Some Obfer-vations of [warms of [range InfeSis > 
and the Mfchiefs done by them. 

A great QbfervSr, who hath lived long in New England, 
did upon occafion,rdate to a Friend of bis in London , where 
he lately was, That fomc few Years fince there was fuch a 
(warm of a certain fort of Infe&s in that EngLifh Colony, 
that for the fpace of aoo Miles they poyfon’d and deftroyed 
alltheTreesof that Country, there being found innume¬ 
rable little holes in the ground, out of which thole Infects 
broke forth in the form of Maggots, which turned into Fljt; 
that had a kind of taile or fling, which they ftruck into the 
Tree, and thereby envenomed and killed it. 

The like Plague is fa id to happen frequently in the Coun¬ 
try of the Gofacks or Vkrani, where in dry Summers they arc 
infefted with fuch fwarms of Locufls , driven thither by an 
Eaf or SoHth-Eojl Wind, that they darken the Air in the 
faireft weather, and devour all the Corn oF that Country 
laying their Eggs in idutumn ,and then dying i but the Eggs, 
of which every one layeth two or three hundred, hatching 
the next Spring, produce again fuch a number of Locufls, 
that then they do far more mifehief than afoie, unlefs Rains 
do fall, which kill both Eggs and the Infects themfe.lves, or 
unlefs a ftrong North or North-Weft Wind arife, which drives 
them into the Euxirt-Sea : The Hogs of that Country loving 
thefe Eggs> devour alfo great quantities of them, and there¬ 
by help to purge the Land of them j which is often fo mo- 
left ed by this Vermine, that they enter into their Houfes and 
Beds, fall upon their Tables and into their Meat, infomuch 
that they can hardly eat without taking down fome of them, 
in the Night when they repofethemfelves upon the ground,, 
they cover it three or four Iocbes thick-, and if a Wheel pafs 
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
